By memorandum 1/7/66 the FBI Laboratory furnished an inventory of Technical 
Equipment to the Director. 1 was instructed to determine whether au this equipment 
was necessary in view of your observation and the Director's concurrence that it 
ooked exorbitant. The Director approved getting an evaluation and recommendations 
from the 10 field offices currently having technical installations in operation so we 
. could form a judgment as to how much of the equipment they were using and how much 
they estimated they would need to maintain those installations. These 10 offices were 
. Atlanta, Chicago, Los Angeles, Miami, New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, San 
Francisco, San Juan and Washington Field. Their answers have been received, 

> tabulated and on 3/25/ 66 were updated in so far as concerns New York and Washington I 
\ Field Offices to make adjustments for 9 microphone installations just discontinued 
there. The ten offices surveyed have 44. 8% of all of the items of Technical Equipment 
^represented. by the total inventory. The remaining 47 field offices have 32% of the total 

- inventory and the Seat of Government has the remaining 23. 2%. 

Special consideration was given the Technical Equipment consisting of (1) that t 
‘.in the 10 offices just mentioned which is being neither used nor needed for maintaining , 
present installations, (2) equipment in the 47 other field offices, and (3) the more highlyf 

- technical devices maintained at Seat of Government. On 1/26/66 representatives of the> 
Laboratory, Domestic Intelligence, General Investigative, Special Investigative and 0 
Inspection Divisions jointly reviewed the entire inventory of Technical Equipment covef&ng 
all field offices and the Seat of Government. This was done in an effort to determine g 

. what recommendations could be made for removal of any of this equipment from the 
field offices as being unnecessary in light of Bureau's present and foreseeable commit-®, 
ments; also to determine what recommendations could be made for disposal of any W. 
Technical Equipment. In making this review all divisions were guided in their opinion^-§’- 
\and recommendations by their knowledge of the Bureau's responsibilities under the 
jurisdiction of those divisions, past experience during wartime and other emergency 
situations, the unsettled state of world conditions, increasing world-wide tensions and 
especially the Bureau’s current and estimated future responsibilities in the security field. 

The representatives were also mindful of technical difficiii|ff§, posing, great

specially designing, maldng or procuring much of this equipment and if disposed of 
would present untold problems of rapid replacement in case of future emergency need. 
All representatives realize how imperative it is for the Bureau to be in a state of 
preparedness to immediately assume all of its regular and emergency responsibilities 
and this necessitates the. Bureau’s having at its command all investigative tools which 
have proven essential for our doing the job. In many cases it was realized that 
disposal or destruction of Technical Equipment would prevent us from moving for 
months because of replacement problems.

at th.e Seat of Government so as to supply each field office with minimum needs based :

factor bearing on this analysis is that with many of these items of technical equipment 


the Bureau has found it necessary to make or procure several, variations of the same 
piece of equipment in order to cope with varying conditions (such as climate, difficulty 
of access, etc.). 


All Bureau representatives were completely mindful of the foregoing factors 
in making their detailed item-by-item review of the Technical Inventory. Despite 
the seemingly large figures representing the sum total of the approximately 60 various 
types of technical equipment, the Division representatives detected no instance which 
they felt constituted an excessive quantity or maldistribution of this equipment, in the 
‘light of world tensions and Bureau responsibilities. 

It is further noted that all present equipment is modern and up to date, is 
maintained under tight inventory control, and represents an investment in excess of 
one million dollars. Also, the Inspection Division has been alert during regular 
inspections in the field and at the Seat of Government to detecting unjustified quantities 
of such equipment and based on its experience feels the quantities and distribution are 
consistent with essentia), needs, including provision for necessary emergencies. Of 
\]course, the Bureau is operating under the Director’s instructions not to construct or 
(procure any additional microphone devices. It is felt similar instructions ^iould 

apply at this time to wire-tapping equipment.

ADDENDUM: (JPM:ers 1/27/66) 

Messrs. DeLoach, Sullivan and Mohr feel that it would be highly undesirable 
for the Bureau to undertake to destroy a substantial amount of our technical equipment, 
all of which has been found to be in excellent operating condition and none of which can 
be considered as obsolete or approaching obsolescence. The Bureau has a heavy 
financial investment in this equipment and in some cases many man hours were spent 
in developing and constructing it. To destroy a substantial amount, say 1/3, which 
would involve approximately a quarter of a million dollars, could subject the Bureau 
to extreme criticism if it ever became known that we did this. We would be subjected 
particularly to severe criticism if we undertook to destroy any of this equipment at 
this particular time in order to reduce our inventory. 


Much of this equipment has been designed and constructed for u se in 

emergency situations such as during wartime. We have equipment stored| 
for use in connection with a wartime emergency. We propose that rather to destroy 
any of this valuable equipment that it would b e far better to recall 1/3 of the equipment 
delete it from our field inventory and store it |for war emergencv purposes. 


| It is fu rther felt tha t none ofthis equipment should be recalleSTfrom war emergency 
storage j ~| fo r current use without the specific approval of the Direct or. We 

feel that if this procedure is followecTif would achieve the objective of reducing our b E 
domestic inventory of technical equipment and at the same time we could justify to any 
one the desirability of storing such equipment in a safe location for wartime emergency 
use. We think that this alternative is highly desirable at this time in view of the war 
in Viet Nam, its possible escalation in the immediate future and the world-wide tensions 
| which we know to exist at this time. We should also bear in mind that there is a good 
j possibility that the consular agreement with Soviet Russia will probably be approved 
J this year and if it is, we can expect a number of consular offices of the Soviet to be 
» located in this country. We most certainly will have to cover these as we do with other 
Soviet establishments now here.

This index is made up of 
index cards and duplicate assignment cards which list the Bureau file num- 
bers of security index subjects, security informants, and pending security 
subjects. At' the time this procedure was established, it was assumed that / 
sufficient advance warning would be given to permit drawing these files yfO 
from the file cabinets at the Seat of Government and transporting them to / 
the relocation site. With the present-day high-speed aircraft and unmanned 
rockets, it is doubtful that advance warning would allow sufficient time for 

f mass evacuation of file material. At the present time, it is estimated that 
the evacuation index represents approximately 48, 000 files.

Maintaining the-Avacuation' index in an up-to-date condition/ 
requires considerable clerical effort; for example, during month of November, 
more than 4, 900 additions or deletions were made in the index. Most of 
this material is forwarded to the Records Branch by the Domestic Intelligence 
Division.
